beatniks have the probiem 
of retreating from this ma-

Stay Firm 


WASHINGTON (Reuter).—Secretary of State Christian 
Herter said on his return from Geneva on Sunday 
that when the Foreign Ministers’ conference resumed 
there Julv 13. the West would be as ready as before to 


negotiate in good faith. 

He added, however, 
the Weet was also resolved as 
before to stand firm on its 
rights and principice 

Mr. Herter said that at the 
Geneva talks the Soviet Un- 
ion “clearly revealed that it« 
true desire is to absorb Wes! 
Rerlih into East German’ 
and to keep Germany divided 
until it can be brought under 
Soviet influence, 

Reports from Moscow, 
meanwhile, said Western ob- 
servere in the Soviet capital 
beliewe all the evidence there 
points to the conclusion that 
a summit conference this 
year remains the prime aim 
of Russia's policy, and that 
Soviet leaders remain reason- 
ably confident of getting the 
meeting. despite the Geneva 
acljournment 


Not as Pessimistic
